Since June, our club participated in the statewide Fire & Ice exercises, which 
involved Cumberland County EMA, the National Weather Service, and 
several other county EOCs and agencies across the state. The most recent 
took place in late September, and involved an electromagnetic storm 
scenario, that caused a disruption of communications, among other concerns. 
Working within the confines of the scenario, our radio operators exchanged 
traffic via Winlink, HF SSB, and direct via 2m simplex. For both exercises, 
we had operators at both the CCEMA Bunker, in Windham, and the ham 
station at the National Weather Service, in Gray. 


Only a few weeks later, many of these same hams also participated in the 
Maine Simulated Emergency Test, and followed that up a week later with the 
New Hampshire Simulated Emergency Test.
